Denver, Feb. 24.— Father Leo Hein- 
flchs was shot and killed when ad­ 
m inistering the sacram ent at early

Knmellng at the altar rail, betw een 
two 
women. 
G uiseppe 
Guarnaccto, 
pressed 
the 
muzzle of 
a 
revolver 
against 
the 
body 
of 
the 
priest, 
after 
receiving 
from 
him 
tho 
consecrated 
wafer, 
and 
shot 
the 
priest through the heart. 
Exclaiming, 
“my God, my God,” F ath er Leo fell 
prone in front of the altar and died 
w ithout uttering another word. 
With an inarticulate scream , the a s­ 
sassin sprang into the aisle and, wav­ 
ing 
the 
sm oking 
pistol 
about 
his 
head, dashed to the church door. For 
a moment the 100 or more people in 
the church were dazed. 
T hen a wo­ 
man shrieked and the congregation 
became panic-stricken. 
Some women 
fainted and m any became hysterical. 
Several men rushed to the aid of the 
priest and others started in pursuit of 
the m urderer. 
Among the latter was 
Patrolm an Daniel Cronin, who over­ 
look the fleeing Italian on the steps. 
G uarnaccto attem pted to shoot the po­ 
liceman. but was foiled and overpow­ 
ered only after a desperate fight with 
several men who had come to the as­ 
sistance of the officer. 
T he m urderer 
was hurriedly removed to the city jail 
and as th re a ts of sum m ary justice 
w ere made, Chief of Police Michael 
Delaney called out the reserve force 
of patrolmen. 
Before the commotion caused by the 
tragedy had subsided the Franciscan 
Brothers 
connected 
with 
St. 
Eliza­ 
beth's church silently brought candles 
for the dead and placed them beside 
the body of their superior w here he 
lay. 
By direction of Bishop Matz the 
church door was closed for the day. 


Bullet W tn t Straight to the Heart. 


Deputy Coroner Daniel Hayes took 
charge of F ath er Leo’s body, which 
was rem oved to th e city morgue. 
A 
single hole in the white communion 
robes of the priest showed that the 
bullet had gone straight to the heart. 
T he bullet* rem aining in the revolver 
had sharpened points. 
G uarnaccto was placed in solitary 
confinement at the city jail. He adm it­ 
ted to a policeman that the priest 
whom he killed was a stran ger to him, 
and in explanation of his crim e m ade 
the following statem ent: 
“I just wrent over there because I 
have a grudge against all priests in 
general. 
They 
are

I went to the com m un­ 
ion rail because I could get a better 
shot. 
I did not give a dam n w hether 
he was a German priest or any other 
kind of a priest— they are all in the 
sam e class.

I an an anarchist, and I am 
proud of it. 
I shot him and my only 
regret is that I could not have shot 
the whole bunch of priests in the 
church. 
I am a shoem aker, but have 
not worked since coming to Denver. ’ 
Although no actual dem onstration 
against the murderer of F ather Leo 
had been mode, th ere was much talk 
around town of the justice of lynch­ 
ing him. 
In order to avoid an attack 
on the city Jail the assassin was taken 
to the county Jail, a m ore easily de­ 
fended building, where he rem ained 
several hours. 
Small groups of men 
began to congregate n ear the county 
jail, and after a consultation th e au­ 
thorities decided to take the m urd er­ 
er out of town. 
Accordingly he was 
hustled Into an automobile and a fast 
run was m ade to Littleton, fourteen 
miles from Denver, w here a train was 
boarded for Colorado Springs. 
F ath er Eusebius, senior assistant 
psstor to F ath er Leo, received a tele­ 
gram from the father provincial at 
Paterson, N. J.t requesting that the 
body 
of

will be done, and In order that the 
body may arrive there no later than 
ie.\t Sunday, funeral services will be 
held here on W ednesday.

Four of the 
party were instantly killed; two died 
while being removed to the Hudson 
county hospital at Hoboken, N. J., and 
the other three lie in a serious condi­ 
tion at that institution. The dead are: 
George Reith, assistant superinten­ 
dent of the telephone oflce and man­ 
ager of the Spring Valley Basketball 
team; Nelson May, driver of team; 
Bertha Singer, Edith Singer, George 
Shinn, 
basketball 
player; 
Jeanette 
Palmer. 
The injured are: Warren Palmer, 
condition 
serious: 
Henry Dieteren, 
basketball player, will probably re­ 
cover; 
Mary Edith Bird, condition 
critical. 
The responsibility for the accident 
Is in dispute. 
The survivors cannot 
be questioned as yet, and the only 
other witness was the crossing gate 
tender. 
He claims that the team was 
driven through the lowered gates. 
The gate on the side of approach was 
broken down, but the opposite gate 
was intact and if previously lowbred 
must have been hurdled by the fright­ 
ened horses after the wagon had been 
struck and torn from its pole. The 
animals were uninjured.

After an autopsy had been per­ 
formed Coronor’s Physician Schultze 
declared In his report that he could 
not understand how It could be possi­ 
ble for Cella to have swallowed the 
poison and then struck himself on the 
head, or how he could strike himself 
such a blow, sufficient to fracture the 
skull, and then swallow poison.

Buttrlck, secretary of the board and 
formerly pastor of the First B aptist 
church of St. Paul, has been here 
making a survey of the field.

visited m ost of the colleges of the 
■tate with a view to ascertaining Just 
what is m ost needed to further educa­ 
tion in this state. 
The 
general 
educational 
board, 
which was organized in 1902, Is for the 
purpose of prom oting and system a­ 
tizing educational beneficences. 
The 
board has an endowment of $20,000,- 
000 and already has given nearly $3,- 
000,000 to fu rth er education In this 
country. 
Mr. B uttrlck, during his stay In St. 
Paul, conferred with the presidents 
of the sta te university, Hamlin uni­ 
versity, St. Thom as, M acalester and 
other colleges.

Palo Durn Canyon Proffered to 
the Government by Texas.

Scenery Is es Impressive and Im pos­ 
ing as Colorado’s Grand Canyon. 


A national park containing many n at­ 
ural wonders and beauties will be es­ 
tablished In the Panhandle of Texas lf 
success follows the movement now on 
foot with th at purpose In view. 
The 
Texas state legislature at its last ses­ 
sion passed a law ceding to the United 
States government a large piece of ter­ 
ritory for use as a national park, says 
the K ansas City Star. 
It is expected 
th at congress will accept the gift and 
m ake adequate appropriation for the 
necessary im provem ents and assume 
the care and protection of the property. 
Embraced in this proposed park Is 
the Palo Duro canyon, which is said 
to excel In wild scenic beauties the 
wonders of Yellowstone park. 
The 
Palo Duro canyon begins near the bor­ 
der line between New Mexico and Tex­ 
as and extends southeast to its outlet 
in the foothills below tile cap rock of 
the plains. 
It has a length of about 
200 miles. T hat portion of the canyon 
which has been ceded to the federal 
government for national park purposes 
is about forty miles Long and has an 
average width of about five miles* In 
many places the canyon broadens to 
a width of ten miles aud more. 
The 
walls along its course are precipitous 
and rise to a height of from 500 to 
1,500 feet. 
This canyon is looked upon by geol­ 
ogists as a wonderful freak of nature. 
The country adjacent to it and extend­ 
ing outward for several hundred miles 
is alm ost as level as a floor. 
It Is a 
great depression situated in the very 
heart of w hat is know n as the Llano 
Estacado, or Staked Plain. 
There is 
such an absence of all ruggedness of 
formation of the country adjoining it 
th at the giant offset In the earth’s sur­ 
face is not noticeable until alm ost the 
very brink of the canyon is reached. 
It has the appearance of having been 
created by the sudden dropping out of 
the bottom of a long strip in the crust 
of Mother E arth during the form ative 
period. 
The wonders of Palo Duro still are 
com paratively unknown. Its wild re 
cesses never have been explored. 
Its 
physical features are wholly different 
from the bare and monotonous plains 
country in the m idst of which it lies. 
So little known wus this beauty spot 
th at when the bill providing that it 
should be taken over by the federal 
government w as before the last legis­ 
lature OO per cent of the members of 
th a t body were unaw are th at such a 
canyon existed In the state. 
It is iso­ 
lated from the more populous parts of 
the state, but it Is situated close to 
tw o railroads. There Is an entrance to 
the canyon w ithin tw o miles of Canyon 
City on the Santa Fe railroad, and it 
m ay be easily reached from Amarillo 
and other points on the Fort W orth 
and Denver railroad. 
N otw ithstand­ 
ing the proxim ity of these towns to 
the canyon but few attem pts have ever 
been made to explore its depths and 
remote m eanderings. It is occasionally 
visited by ranchm en and sportsmen, 
and much of the knowledge th at is to 
be had of w hat is contained between 
the precipitous w alls Is obtained from 
these men. 
W hat few explorations 
th at have been m ade were confined to 
the more accessible portions of the 
giant depression. 
Its grassy valleys 
afford grazing ground for many cattle. 
These glades are well known to the 
ranchmen of this region. 
There are 
many rugged features of the canyon 
which offer an inviting field for daring 
climbers and explorers. 
There is a 
grand mixup of m atter in some parts 
of the canyon. The scenery is as Im­ 
pressive and imposing as th at of the 
Grand Canyon of the Colorado River.
